R. the night of the Hawn mur- 
d *r at Winnetk a and that one man, 
the most suspicious acting, was

large man, wearing a dark suit, straw 
hat and sandy mustache. The police 
and Pink erton detectives scout the 
idea of suicide and believe the man 
described to be one of the murderers, 
as will be seen by ttie following clip­ 
ping from the Chicago Daily News of 
yesterday: 
Two men are sought by Pink erton 
detectives in furtherance of the be­ 
lief tha t Ira G. Hawn, president of 
the Monon railroad, was murdered 
as in* descended the stairway of his 
home in W innetk a early last Wed­ 
nesday morning. The suicide theory, 
which has been accepted by the po­ 
lice and others in view of Hawn's al­ 
leged connection with the f. C. rail­ 
road graft scandal, will be overturn­ 
ed. the Pink erton men contend by 
solving the- identity of two myster­ 
ious men who are k nown to hav< 
been in Winnetk a and one of whom 
arrived at the north shore suburb 
at 12:30 a. in. the night of the shoot 
ing.

to J. if. Schumacher, 
superintendent of the Pink erton de­ 
tective agency, there has never been 
ground for belief in the suicide the- 
ory.

The two men were seen in W innet­ 
k a a few days before the shooting. 
They inq uired the way to the Itawn 
house. 
getting directions from

chauffeur. The chauffeur has given 
the detectives descriptions which go 
to show tHat one of the men 
was

pounds in weight, and with a

mustache. He wore a dark sub and 
s traw hat. The second man 
was 
a 
little taller. His face was full, the 
cheek bones were high and the eye­ 
brows were heavy, lie wore a light 
cheek ed suit and dark tie. 
The first man is identified hy the 
detectives as one who left a Chieago- 
Milwauk ee electric car at W innetk a 
shortly after midnight, before 
the 
shooting. The other man is said to 
have been seen lurk ing about

under cover of d a r k ­ 
ness. 
Suicide Idea Prepo stero us. 
“ 1 have been wrongly q uoted

some papers as saying that I could 
prove this a case of m urder,” said ;

evidence of m urder but f believe the 
evidence will lie in my hands within ;
